Since the article on Yerevan city notes was published, a complete 
set of notes was acquired by the author. Interestingly enough, 
all these notes bear the seal of the city of Yerevan on the re- 
verse. They were signed (stamped) by both officers, member of 
the committee (in violet ink) and the controller (in red ink). 
However, none of the notes are dated. One may assume that they 
were printed during the period of 1918-1920. 


The paper is white but has discolored and received a cream 
color due to aging. It is thicker than ordinary paper.
